They spend 
their time and money freely, and en- 
dure cold, rain and acute physical 
discomfort for the benefit and en- 
couragement of comparatively few 
players. If the abolition of mass-plays 
will make the game livelier and give 
better sport, abolish them. 


“NONGRESSMAN FITZGERALD, 
of New York, proposes a law for- 
bidding the use for advertising pur- 
poses by any person engaged in trade 
of the likeness of any living person 
whose consent has not been first ob- 
tained.
